ary Society of the Southern California 
conference, and the big roomy build 
ing, set in ample grounds, is the pres- 
ent of Mr. and Mrs. Henry L. Kuns of 
Lordsburg, to be in some measure a 
memorial to a son, David, and to Mr. 
Kuns' sainted father and mother. 


The election of officers resulted in 


the following: President, Miss Ora Sil- 
vey, Ix>rdsburg; honorany vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs. Henry L. Kuns; secretary. 
Mrs. 
H. M. Williams, Lordsburg; 


treasurer, Mrs. S. Ratekin, Lordsburg. 
The board listened to reports which 
showed that over 200 applications have 
been received during the past, year 
which could not be entertained, as the 
home is lacking in funds and accom- 
modations. Although forty-three chil- 
dren have been taken In, some of them 
in poor physical condition when re- 
ceived, the management reports that 
not one death has occurred during t.he 
year, and the children all find the sur- 
roundings healthful and pleasant in 
every degree. Out of the 200 applica- 
tions, the ones most in need of help 
were selected. These children come 
from the poor of all denominations of 
the Christian religion. 
Although 
a 


Methodist orphanage, no line of de- 
marcation is drawn regarding creed, 
and there are babies coming from 
Catholic families and from all Protes- 
tant creeds. The board is desirous of 
spreading the word that all denomina- 
tions shall look upon this home as a 
refuge for the destitute children of 
this portion of the state. Any small 
amount of money, or donation of suit- 
able furniture and other things of this 
kind are urged. The management is 
issuing scholarships, which cost $70 
per year, which will pay the yearly 
expense of one orphan. There have 
been seventy-six children admitted 
during the past twelve months. The 
children admitted are all Anglo-Saxon, 
and this is the only line drawn at the 
present time. The age limit is from 
two to fourteen years. • 


When Mr. Kuns presented this prop- 


erty,, valued at $20,000, to the society, 
the society agreed to raise $20,000 in 
furniture and needful equipment in 
ten years, and to maintain some form 
of philanthropic work on the premises 
for at least fifteen years. Up until the 
present time the society has received 
$5,900 to be credited toward the neces- 
sary amount. When the home was 
opened Mr. Kuns loaned $~>00 for Im- 
mediate expenses, and a short time 
ago he said that he would consider 
this debt paid if the society paid him 
$250 and the interest, which was done. 
That Mr. Kuns is one of the noble 
men who have the interests of human- 
ity at heart has been demonstrated 
many times since he gave- his prop- 
erty, 


Christian people. 


In twenty-nine of the rooms of the 


building, serviceable hardwood floors 
have been laid at nominal expense, 
thus making it possible to keep the 
rooms sanitary. 
Closets have been 


built, and the fireplaces have been 
closed in to protect the children from 
danger, and new screens have been 
put up at the windows and doors. 
Quite an amount of plumbing and the 
installation of bathtubs has also been 
among the improvements. One room 
on the third floor has been furnished 
with hospital equipment. There have 
been four operations performed here, 
such as cases of adenoids, and the 
surgeons have gladly given their ser- 
vices. 


The children derive much pleasure 


from the good piano which has been 
installed, and the music is necessary 
for the refining influence it has upon 
them. The grounds have been laid out 
at an expense of $100. and lawns and 
shade trees have been started. The 
home has its own vegetables raised 
on land surrounding the building, and 
there are four cows. There is a need 
for better heating appliances, and the

There are a few lime "knockers" 


(you 
can guess who they are), over 


the country telling the people not to 
put on lime because it makes avail- 
able the fertilizer in the soil and in 
a few years we will be worse off than 
now. 
This is one of the strong argu- 


ments in favor of lime, because it 
makes fertilizers available. This is 
what we need. We want it available 
so the trees can use it. What account 
is the fertilizer you put on, or that 
which is in the soil if it is not avail- 
able? Use less and make it all avail- 
able by lime, and also make that al- 
ready in the soi available. We only 
need common sense to know it is bet- 
ter to have available fertilizer in the 
soil and use it up in heavy crops of 
fine fruit, and obtain an healthy con- 
dition of the tree, than to have abun- 
dance of unavailable fertilizers •with- 
out results. Again, there is nothing 
lost, but everything to be gained, to 
have the fertilizer remain in the soil 
available. It does not evaporate and 
we -can wash out the unavailable fer- 
tilizers-just as easily as when it is 
available. If we put on enough lime 
to make available all the 30 tons of 
potash to the acre that we have, it re- 
mains to be proven that it will not re- 
main as long in the soil as it will 
when available.

of lime to neutralize the acidity from

I would condemn as unfit for use 


in fumigation any cyanide containing in excess of one per cent 
Of sodium chloride. Returning to the high grade sodium 
cyanide, it-was found that this as well as the high grade potassium 
cyanide, contained only a fraction of a per cent of sodium 
chloride. 
It generally can be held as a safe consideration 


that a cyanide approaching chemical purity will contain not 
more than a trace of sodium chloride and that such a cyanide 
generally can be safely used, even though the degree of cyan- 
ide purity is alone known. 
I would consider as generally 


satisfactory for fumigation work, a potassium cyanide 96 per 
cent or above, or a sodium cyanide 124 per cent or above 
Chemicals of lower purity should never be used.

Not Permanent Bridges. 


Just east of the city limits on Ba- 


dillo streets the county is putting in 
a bridge over the wash, whore a 
bridge has much been needed to take 
the place of the old wooden affair. 
But the county is not building perma- 
nently enough, in the opinion of many 
sound and thinking citizens. Instead 
of putting in a cement arch, they are 
building cement buttresses. The sup- 
ervisors say that a permanent struc- 
ture cannot, be built until the railroad 
decides what to do at this point, but 
citizens think that the county should 
build a permanent structure and then 
ask the railroad to conform to the 
county work.
